OF PRICES © 
IN BRITAIN 


THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S comprelren- 
sive policy which it is planned to extend over the 
whole financial, industrial, commercial and social 
activities of the country, was explained in the Com- 
mons yesterday by the President of the Board of 
Trade, Mr. Oliver Lyttleton, in presenting a Bill for 
the control of prices for goods and services. 

General object of the policy is to assist the 
diversion of production and productive capacity to 
war purposes while keeping down the costs of the ! 


necessities of life. 

Industrially this is secured by 
Government control of prices and 
distribution of raw materials and 
by rationing food and clothing. 

Mr. Lyttleton dectared that 
prevention of any further in- 
creaso of wages oan only be 
effected by maintaining the 
purchasing power of money or 
ensuring that the cost of a rea- 
sonable quantity of essential 
commodities is kept reasonably 
steady. 

Contributions to this end ¢ are 
made by the Chancellor's policy of 
mobilising extra purchasing 
power, by voluntary and in- 
voluntary saving, and high taxa- 
tion, and also by rationing. 

Some rise in prices may .occur 
owing to the actual increase in 
costs due to the war, such as the 
extra cost of ocean freight insur- 
ance and so forth.—Reuter.

The skins will replace supplies 
that used to come to London from 
‘Italy, France, Belgium and Hol- 
land, It is said that an average 
of 25,000,008 moleskins came here 
every year from those countries 
and that most of them were re- 
exported. 

As English moleskins rake the 
finest and most durable fur coats, 
there is a big opportunity of 
developing an export trade for 
these garments independent of 
foreign supplies, 

“By trapping moles, landowners, 
farmers and others will not only 
get rid of a pest and so increase

The German camp com- 
mandants have ordered that the 
shorts must be bright red and the 
stockings white, with either red, 
or blue stripes. Presumably it {s 
considered that khaki sports 
equipment jis ‘sufficiently dis~ 
tinctive as a safeguard against 
attempts at escape.

The shock injuries are the most 
difficult to deal with. Concussion 
of the bomb breaks down the 
walls of the blood vessels, letting 
the blood. leak into the flesh. The 
remedy is blood transfusion, but- 
search is being constantly made 
for new. protective garments ta 
absorb fhe shock. Some research 
work in this direction is done in 
New York. 

One of the garments devised, 
which high medical authority be- 
lieves will meet the case by pro- 

tecting the more vulnerable or- 
ba the lungs, head, stomach, 
liver and intestines, is a bomb- 
blast jacket of sponge rubber 
that slips on over the head and 

ABOVE ordinary garments. The 

ber absorbs the shock and 
aorae some protection from fly~+ 
ing fragments that can be made 
absolute by slipping in beneath 
it thin plates of plastic material. 


Fireproof Khaki 


The bomb-blast jumper is rein- 
forced by a cloak of fireproofed 
khaki, giving protection from in- 
cendiaries to the garments under- 
neath, 

The cloak has a hood com- 
pletely covering the head, with 
alits for the eyes. It hangs 
toosely over the face, so there 
is no difficulty about breathing. 
Equipped with jumper and 

cloak, a woman even in the flim- 
siest of evening attire can have- 
immediate protection in case of 
a sudden air raid. These garments'. 
have been devised by a committee 
of American women sympathetic 
to Great Britain, with the aid of 
medical authorities and experts 
in plastic and fireproof materials. 
The group was brought together 
by Mrs. Frances Ruskin. wite of 3

The agreement will be used by 
Goebbels as a diplomatic triumph,

THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT’S comprehen- 
sive policy which it is planned to extend over the 
whole financial, industrial, commercial and social 
activities of the country, was explained in the Com- 
mons yesterday by the President of the Board of 
Trade, Mr. Oliver Lyttleton, in presenting a Bill for 
the control of prices for goods and services. 


General object of the policy is to assist the 
diversion of production and productive capacity to 
war purposes while keeping down the costs of the 


necessities of life. 


Industrially this is secured by 
Government control of prices and 
distribution of raw materials and 
‘by rationing food and clothing. 

Mr. Lyttleton declared that 
prevention of any further In- 
crease of wages can only be 
effected by maintaining the 
purchasing power of money or 
ensuring that the cost of a rea~ 
sonable quantity of essential 
commoditles is kept reasonably

steady. 

Contributions to this end = are 
made by the Chancellor's policy of 
mobilising extra purchasing 
power, by voluntary and in- 
voluntary saving, and high taxa- 
tion, and also by rationing.

camp Seven C at Laufen, Bavaria, shows that morale 
is excellent and the conditions reasbnably good. 
The prisoners are now being allowed to visit an is- 
land in the riyer outside the camp. 

They tell in letters to friends in Lisbon how 
they are making nesting boxes for birds and fixing 
them in trees on the island. 


One officer has sent a 
request for a trout fish- 
ing-rod. Another plea is 
for flower seeds. 

Some minor requests made by 
the prisoners testify eloquently 
to the high degree of self-respect 
they are maintaining in captivity. 

One man writes asking for but- 
ton polish to be included in the 
next parcel, Another wants sock 
suspenders, while several request 
nail brushes, A Scots officer, ask- 
ing for textbooks, writes that he 
is studying all kinds of sub- 
jects from early Scottish history 
to architecture and botany. 


Red Shorts Order 


For summer recreation a large 
consignment of rubber gym" 
shoes is being sent from Lisbon. 
Cotton shorts and gtockings will 
follow. The German camp com- 
mandants have ordered that the 
shorts must be bright red and the 


stockings white, with either red. 


or blue stripes. Presumably it is 
considered that khaki sports 
equipment is insufficiently — dis- 
tinctive as a safeguard against 
attempts at escape. 

Meanwhile the recently started 
air mail service for prisoners’ 
letters via Lisbon is working 
most successfully: The large ac- 
cumulation of camp letters e 
route for Britain is now practi- 
cally cleared. British Airways 
‘planes have carried as Much 9s 
half a ton in one trip. The bullc 
of the mail from prisoners is now 
arriving by air from Germany, 
though some is still carried over- 
land. 

Little recent 
recelved from

Apart from officers sent there 
from Bavaria, the majority of 
the prisoners are of other ranks. 


Paper Footwear 


At one time their plight was 
bad, especially as regards clothing 
and footwear. <A traveller who 
visited Posen two months ago re- 
ports seeing British prisoners 
going out to work in the flel 
with their feet bot ahi in news- 
papers and their clothes in tatters. 
it is probable, however, that 
adequate supplies of Red Cross 
clothing and footwear have since 
reached this camp. 

What the prisoners suffered 
during the first few months of 
confinement is vividly. recalled 
.by another Informant from the 
Polish town of Thorn, where the 
eamp for British and French 
soldiers. is situated, During the 
early winter the rations were 50 
bad that the -men sold or 
exchanged . personal possessions, 
watches, bodks, . even clothing to 
obtain food. ek: . 

Despite strict Nazi orders for- 
bidding the populace any contact 
with the prisoners, the people of 
Thorn found means’ of helping 
them. The prisoners used ta 
march daily in genes from camp 

vork, and the people placed 
pieces of bread~.and bottles of 
beer on the pavements where: the 
vmen could bend down. and pick 
them up as they passed. |

Regular Remittances 


Ttsis the intention of our Com- 
mittee to endeavour to make re- 
wular remittances In this man- 
ner every month und to achieve 
this it would be a very great help 
to be able to count upon regular 
monthly subscriptions, 

We feel sure it will be realised 
that Prisoners of War are entirely 
dependent oon voluntary sub- 
scripticns for anything beyond 
the absolute bare necessities of 
life. Butter, tea, sugar, ete., 
cigarettes, warm clothing, books 
and any other small comforts 
have to be provided by the Red 
Cross solely out of voluntary 
subscriptions. 

As regards (3), in attempting 
to find means of sending parcels 
to Prisoners of War Camps direct 
from here through Russia, one 
member of our Cammittee was 
able to get in personal touch with 
Sir Stafford Cripps, the British 
Ambassador in Moscow. His ad- 
vice was that distribution from 
Moscow presents no difficulties 
provided we can deliver the 
xceods. We are continuing to pur- 
on those 
lines. 

Mention has been made in the 
Press of parcels to Prisoners of 
War being sent from Shanghai by 
letter-post via Siberia. This Is 
quite correct. The Chinese Post 
Office in Shanghai, doubtless by 
International arrangement, will 
accept parcels free of all postal 
charges, of Tobacco, Cigarettes, 
properly packed tins of Food, 
Butter and so forth,” Oxo Cubes 
and such like, provided nj, parcel 
exceeds 4 Ib. in weight and nro- 
vided the name. rank and prison 
number and the prison camp 
address of the recipient are clear- 
ly stated on the label. 


Limited Scale 


The Committee has investigated 
this method of sending supplies 
but it was found that they could 
only be sent on ‘8 very limited 
scale and to individuals. It was 
therefore not copsidered suitable 
for our purpose and there was 
also the danger of jeopardising the 
scheme if we attempted to send 
in large quantities. Any persons, 
however. wishing to take advan- 
tage of it individually can obtain 
full information from the e~ 
sident or Hon. Secretary of the 
St. Andrew’s Society in Shang- 
hal.

NAZI-SOVIET TENSION 


It is extremely unlikely 
that there is any truth in 
the rumours broadcast 
from Ankara of a German 
invasion of Russia. It is, 
however, highly probable 
that the original source of 
these rumours was Ger- 
man and that the purpose 
inspiring their circulation 
was to impress upon the 
Kremlin that such a 
development is not out- 
Side the bounds of pos- 
sibility. For while there 
seems to be growing feel- 
ing that Hitler will not 
hesitate to strike if he is 
balked, there is plenty of 
ground for the belief that 
he will avoid precipitate 
action and an unwanted 
war if his ends can be 
achieved by other means. 
His immediate aim is to 
convince Russia that he 
means business, though 
intending nothing more 
than a large-scale bluff. 

On the Russian side, no 
modification of the ultra- 
cautious foreign policy of 
the Soviet is to be expect- 
ed.

Regular Remittances 


Tt is the intention of our Com- 
mittee to endeavour to make re- 
gular remittances In this man- 
ner every month and to achieve 
this it would be a very great help 
to be able to count upon regular 
monthly subscriptions, 

We feel sure it will be realised 
that Prisoners of War are entirely 
dependent oon voluntary — sub- 
scriptions for anything beyond 
‘he absolute bare necessities of 
life. Butter, tea, sugar, etc. 
cigarettes, warm — clothing. books 
and any other small comforts 
have to be provided by the Red 
Cross solely out of voluntary 
subscriptions. 

As regards (3), in attempting 
to find means of sending parcels 
to Prisoners of War Camps direct 
from here through Russia, one 
member of our Committee was 
able to get in personal touch with 
Sir Stafford Cripps, the British 
Ambassador in Moscow. His ad- 
vice was that distribution from 
Moscow presents no difficulties 
provided we can deliver the 
gcods. We are continuing to pur- 
sue our investigations on those 
lines. 

Mention has been made in the 
Press of parcels to Prisoners of 
War being sent from Shanghai by 
letter-post via Siberia. This Is 
quite correct. The Chinese Post 
Office in Shanghai, doubtless ni 
International arrangement, will 
accept parcels free of all postal 
charges, of Tobacco, Cigarettes, 
properly packed tins of Food, 
Butter and so forth, Oxo Cubes 
and such like, provided ne parcel 
exceeds 4 lb. in weight and pro- 
vided the name, rank and prison 
number and the pf:son camp 
address of the recipient are clear- 
ly stated on the label. 


Limited Scale 


The Committee has investigated 
this method of sending supplies 
but it was found that they could 
only be sent on a very limited 
scate and to individuals. It was 
therefore not considered suitable 
for our purpase and there was 
also the danger of jeopardising the 


scheme if we attempted to send 
in large quantities. Any persons, 
however, ‘wishing to take advan- 
tage .of it individually can obtain 
full information from the Pre- 
sident or Hon. Secretary of the 
St. Andrew’s Society in Shang- 


hai.
